Marijuana Causes Genetic Defects in Rats

Dr. William F. Geber, an 
associate professor of pharmacol- 
ogy at the Medical College of 
Georgia, in Augusta, whose ex- 
periments with pure marijuana 
resin have produced serious 
malformations in animals, said 
that Dr. Lynch’s studies had 
“added a definite, important 
link In establishing the dangerous 
potential harm of marijuana on 
the developing fetus.” 

“They would indicate it's 
Bomething less than smart." he 
added, “for the pregnant woman 
to smoke marijuana.’’

While the ABC would not iden- 
tify the purpose of the test, it was 
understood to be an explosion of 
a MIRV warhead for either a Po- 
seidon or a Minuteman-3 ballistic 
missile. 

By far the largest test today 
was the Russians’, which took 
place at 0600 GMT beneath the 
Arctic island of Novaya Zemlya 
with a force of six megatons— equal 
to six million tons of TNT. 

Though dwarfed by at least three 
(two Soviet, one Uj 5.) previous 
atmospheric tests, the Russians’ 
was the largest underground test 
ever conducted and was five times 
bigger than an? conducted under- 
ground by the United States.

In a move both surprising and ominous, 
the Internal Revenue Service announced last 
wees that It was temporarily suspending tax 
exemptions to public-interest- law firms that 
wage court battles on environmental Issues, 
consumer protection and similar areas. A 
60-day study by the IRS Is under way to 
decide finally on the matter. Until then, 
donors to the public-interest firms have fcren 
warned that their contributions an. no 
longer deductible. 

The Impact Is clear. Since many of the 
'firms take cases for which there Is no pay. 
they must rely on grants and gifts; but 
since the IRS now says the donations are 
not tax -deductible, the water is cut off 
Benefactors will look elsewhere to give their 
money. 

The action of the IRS comes at an odd 
moment. First, the work of a public- interest 
law firm can be useful and important. They 
accept cases that no other firms go near. 
Even before the IRS move was made public, 
private opposition to it was strong. Russel 
E. Train, chairman of the Council of En- 
vironmental Quality, wrote to Randolph W. 
Thrower. Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
two weeks ago that the environment was 
being well served by the public-interest 
lawyers. “Litigation brought by private 
groups which must rely on contributions for 
their support . . . [has] strengthened and 
accelerated the process of enforcement of 
anti-pollution laws." 

The timing of the IRS move could hardly 
be worse; at no time has the establishment 
ever been preaching more loudly the work- 
wlthin-the-systera sermon to the young. 
Exactly when a few young lawyers and law 
students do work within the system, they are 
w.hammed over the head by the most 
financially powerful part of that system, the 
IRS. A third irony Involves the contrast be- 
tween the detailed supervision the IRS Is 
giving the public-interest law firms and Its 
casualness in examining the recent tax- 
exemption claims of the Southern white 
academies that tried to evade desegregation 
laws. 


Although not all the facts are yet out— 
If all of them ever will be — a number of 
urgent Questions need to be asked about the 
IRS decision. Who is behind it? This decision 
Is a major move, one that will prevent 
qualified lawyers acting on recognized laws 
from going into established courts. It is 
no secret that major corporations, already 
buffeted by tight money, a bear market and 
strikes, feel harassed by court cases in 
anti-pollution and consumer areas. From the 
boardroom, the out-look is even more grim; 
currently in Congress are two class-action 
bills that would restore to the public the 
protection it needs from pollution and fraud. 
With public-interest lawyers all too eager to 
use the law to protect both the environment 
and the consumer, the thought occurs — 
though these things are hard to prove— that 
business Interests may have sent an SOS 
to the Nixon administration, saying In effect, 
get the kids off our back. 

The truth of the matter Is, of course, 
that the public-interest lawyers aren't on 
the corporations' backs. Filing a suit against 
a business or a federal agency meant 
to regulate it means nothing in Itself. The 
judge decides whether a case can be made. 
It is true, of course that more than a few 
corporations resent even being hauled into 
court and In many ways their resistance is 
understandable. For years, no one said a 
thing about the rivers or air being polluted. 
The companies were only providing America 
with the good things of the good life. But 
suddenly the public sees that progress has a 
price and Is no longer willing to pay it. 
Wisely, most judges and even most public- 
interest lawyers are not demanding that all 
law-breaking businesses be forced to close*- 
Instantly. If anything, businesses are treated 
with great tenderness. Because the IRS ac- 
tion bears directly on the crucial question 
of environment and on the quiet, constructive 
efforts of conscientious people to do some- 
thing about policing it, a few senators are 
talkng about hearings on the whole subject. 
They are needed— fast.

China, Fiji and die UN 


Three ostensibly unrelated acts Tuesday 
serve to point up both a major reason for 
the Inadequacy of the United Nations as a 
world security organization and the hollow- 
ness of one aspect of U.S. foreign policy. 

It w.as a day in which Canada became the 
46th country to recognize the Communist 
regime that rules over mainland China and 
a fourth of the world’s people. It was also 
the day in which the United States reaf- 
firmed its determination to keep that 
Chinese government out of the United Na- 
tions. Finally, it was the day in which the 
string of South Pacific islands now known 
as the Independent state of Fiji — population 
520,000— won admission to the United Na- 
tions as the 127th member. 

Canada long ago concluded that it was 
absurd to deny recognition to the govern- 
ment that has been In control of China for 
more than two decades. Prime Minister 
Trudeau had impressive multi-party support 
for the 20-month negotiation that produced 
the agreement to exchange ambassadors 
with Peking. The recognition means that 
Canada will switch from abstention to ad- 
vocacy of Peking’s admission to the UN when 
the question of China’s representation comes 
before the General Assembly. 

This will place Canada at odds with the 
United States, which still refuses even to 
back a “two-Chlna” policy, under which 
Peking would take over China’s UN creden- 
tials but the Chinese Nationalist government 
on Taiwan would retain a separate member- 
ship. The present American policy risks the 
complete exclusion of Taiwan from the UN 
In the not-dlstant future. 

The UN door would be opened promptly 
for Peking if the United States stopped 
barring it. Most members favor universal 
participation and doubt that the UN can 
deal effectively with any major world prob-

Diplomatic Soundings 


A web of extraordinary complexity la 
being woven slowly across the map of East 
and West Europe. If it does not break at 
some vital point It wjll change the map more 
significantly than It has been changed at 
any time since the second World War, for 
It is simultaneously an attempt to confirm 
the division of Europe and an attempt to 
overcome it. The key thread is the treaty 
signed in August by Moscow and Bonn, in 
which the West German government for- 
mally renounced all territorial claims and 
accepted the present frontiers of Europe as 
inviolable. 

The ratification of this treaty now depends 
on the delicate negotiations among the four 


powers responsible for Berlin and also, in a 
wider sense, on the Polish-German talks, 
the future of the coalition government in 
Bonn, and the whole subtle network of 
relationships which divide and link the great 
powers and their European allies. Ahead lies 
the possibility of a fundamentally new 
relationship between East and West Europe, 
codified, perhaps, by a European security 
conference. 

The main stumbling block at the moment 
is Berlin. The ambassadors of the United 
States, Britain, France and the Soviet Union 
have been meeting on and off since March, 
and Herr Brandt has made it clear that his 
Moscow pact will not be ratified until there 
is a satisfactory agreement over Berlin.

FORT LAMY, Chad, Oct. 14 
(AP).— President Francois Tom- 
balbaye said last night that “for- 
eign outlaws supported by an in- 
ternational Mafia" were responsible 
for the deaths of 11 French sol- 
diers killed in an ambush Sun- 
day. 

In an address to toe nation. Mr. 
Tombalbaye railed against “for- 
eign troublemakers” but did not 
cite any foreign nation by name 
as the source of support for the 
six-year-old uprising hr Moslem 
Toubou tribesmen. 

Officials said the rebel units 
appear better trained and organiz- 
ed than ever before and are now- 
armed with modem British -made 
weapons, the kind carried by the 
Libyan Army. 

Mr. Tombalbaye said that if 
toe rebels had succeeded in mak- 
ing the desolate Tlbestl mountain 
range in northern Chad their 
redoubt, it was not due to the 
government’s weakness, but be- 
cause of a decision “to avoid un- 
necessary spilling of blood.”

Escalation Forecast 

If they wanted to, he said, toe 
joint Chad-French . units could 
“clean out the region in one or 
two operations.” Some observers 
took this as a forecast of an es- 
calation of the government’s mili- 
tary efforts. 

Yet some were wondering where 
France would set the limit for Its 
intervention in support of Mr. 
Tombalbaye under their mutual- 
defense treaty. The reaction in 
Paris to the ambush deaths was 
one of surprise, especially since 
Paris bad maintained the rebel- 
lion would be put down by last 
summer. 

President Georges Pompidou 
returned to Paris from Moscow 
last night to find the Chad situa- 
tion dominating the French 
political scene. Leo Hamon, the 
French government spokesman, 
said Chad had been discussed at 
today's cabinet meeting, but he 
did not go into details. 

Albanian Nuclear Center 

BELGRADE, Oct. 14 <AP>. — A 
nuclear center given to Albania, by 
Communist China has opened In 
Tirana, the Yugoslav news agency, 
Tanjug. reported today. The center 
has accelerator, radiological-chem- 
ical and meteorological depart- 
ments. the agency said. It win en- 
able Albania to exploit modern 
radiation methods and isotopes. 


PRAGUE, Oct 14 (WF) .—The 
first West German -Czechoslovak 
political talks in more than two 
years ended today on a seemingly 
positive note but without any an- 
nouncement of when they will be 
resumed or at what level. 

West German negotiator Juergen 
von Alien, who was here to sound 
out the Prague government on toe 
possibility of normalizing relations, 
left for Bonn after talks that lasted 
two days. Before bis departure, be 
was received by Deputy Foreign 
Minister Milan K/lnsfllr 

Sources close to the negotiating 
teams said that a wide range of 
subjects had been covered and that 
the discussions were concrete and 
candid. It appeared from this that 
there was also an exchange of views 
on toe major substantive issue 
between the two countries, that of 
the 1938 Munich treaty. 

Czech Precondition 

The Czechoslovak government 
has made clear that the precondi- 
tion for normal relations is a mu- 
tually acceptable formula that 
would effectively negate the 1938 
pact by which Hitler annexed toe 
Sudeten! and area of Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

There are no diplomatic relations 
between the two countries, although 
Bonn negotiated the establishment 
of a trade mission here in 1967. 
There were political talks between 
toe two countries prior to the 1968 
Warsaw Pact intervention, and it 
was at the invitation of the Prague 
government that the talks were 
resumed here this week. 

In seeking a dialogue with Bonn. 
Western diplomats said, Prague was 
clearly following the lead of Mos- 
cow, which signed a treaty with 
West Germany last August. Since 
then, there has been a sharp de- 
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1 cline in hostile propaganda against; 
I the Bonn regime, although wam-J

The Czechoslovak source said- 
that local newspapers were told to] 
halt all direct attacks on the 
regime of Chancellor Willy Brandt 
only three days after the Bonn- 
Moscow treaty was signed this 
summer. 

The Prague- Bonn dialogue is not 
expected to get into high gear until 
the conclusion of the Polish-West 
German negotiations, which is ex- 
pected early next month. 

Italy, U.K., Bonn 
To Mate Big Gun 

ROME, Oct. 14 (Reuters). — Italy 
has agreed in principle to join 
Britain and West Germany in 
production of a new air-transport- 
able 155-mm. artillery piece, toe 
Defense Ministry said today. 

The first major joint weapons 
project for the ground forces of 
toe three countries, the program is 
being undertaken as a collabora- 
tion among members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The heavy artillery piece, called 
the PH-70, will be a conventional, 
towed gun, toe ministry said. The 
weapon is expected to be able to 
deal with most conventional tar- 
gets. Its development is virtually 
complete. 


Open Verdict Returned 
On U.S. Actress’ Death 

LONDON, Oct. 14 - AP). — A 
coroner's court today returned an 
open verdict on the death of 
American actress Kathy Walsh be- 
cause of Insufficient evidence. 

A court official said the 23-year- 
old actress from Covington. Ky- 
had died of alcoholic and barbi- 
turate poisoning but it had been 
Impossible to establish whether toe 
death was suicide or accidental. 

Miss Walsh was found uncon- 
scious in an apartment in toe 
Kensington district Thursday. She 
was pronounced dead on arrival at 
a hospital.

Europe’s Airlines 
To Raise Some 
Fares Next Month 

ZURICH, Oct. 14 (Reuters).— 
Air fares between Switzerland and 
France. West Germany, the Benelux 
countries and Eire are to be In- 
creased next month as part of a 
general European fare increase. 
Swissair said here today. 

A Swissair spokesman said the In- 
creases. which were agreed on by 
European airlines in August, have 
now been approved by the govern- 
ments concerned. 

From the beginning of November, 
normal air fares from Switzerland 
to France will rise by 6 percent, to 
West Germany, Holland. Belgiu m , 
and Luxembourg by 7 percent, 
and. to Eire by 8 percent. 

Flights to Britain will not be 
affected. 

The increases, due to mounting 
costs, were not negotiated within 
the normal framework of toe Inter 
national Air Transport Association 
and will only apply until a new 
fare. structure for European routes 
has been negotiated within IATA, 
toe spokesman added. 

IATA said it hopes this new 
structure will be introduced in 
April though it. is still under dis- 
cussion at the IATA traffic pas- 
senger conference in Honolulu. 

Tbe Swissair spokesman could 
not give details of fare increases 
among other European countries.

thousand people gathered in 
the Villa Medici on the out- 
skirts of Florence last night to 
honor Giovanni Batista Gior- 
gini, -acknowledged father of 
Italian couture. The dinner 
tfoneff was also celebrating the 
20th anniversary of fashion 
showings In Florence. 

This season there are 600 
buyers and 350 journalists here, 
a far cry f ro m the first show 
in February, 1651, when Count 
Giorgini went to Paris begging 
buyers to come. He “managed 
to drag five of them to Flo- 
rence.” 

Few people remember that It 
was Count Giorgini who creat- 
ed the Italian high fashion in- 
dustry almost single-handedly. 
A true descendant of the Italian 
Renaissance (his ancestors rest 
in Santa Croce, next to Michel- 
angelo and Machiavelli; , ha 
looks like a painting from the 
Uffizi Gallery: proud, with 
aq ujune nose and close set, 
startling blue eyes, his interest- 
ing wrinkles set off by snow- 
white hair. His whole idea of 
launching Italian couture 
stemmed from an intense, Flor- 
entine pride. 

Before World War H. Count 
Giorginl had a buying office to 
Florence. His clients were tops: 
Tiffany's, L Magnto. B. Alt- 
man, Bon wit Teller. But after 
the war was over, he had a 
major problem getting them 
re-interested to Italian mer- 
chandise. The “Made to Italy” 
label had become a liability. 

The Label 

•Tt wasn't accepted to the 
better stores,” Count Giorgini 
recalls. “I remember going to 
see Grover Magnto to Paris to 
1949. I showed him some lovely 
knitwear from Mirsa. •No/ said 
Mr. Magnto, T cannot put the 
“Made in Italy 1 ' label to my 
windows." 

“The reason was that jobbers 
from New York were buying the 
cheapest Italian goods, thus 
depraving both the label and 
the production. I was humiliat- 
ed... I knew Italians could 
do anything. In order to get 
the attention of better stores. 


There 

wasn't any Italian fashion of 
any kind at that time “ 

Count Giorgini called on the 
best dressmakers in Rome, Flor- 
ence and Milan, asking them 
if they would make dresses that 
were not simply copies of Paris 
models. “They all refused. 
They thought I was crazy.” 

So he decided to turn to 
young talent. "I approached 
Emilio Pucci," Count Giorgini 
continued, “and asked him for 
a small, after-ski collection. He 
accepted. Then. I spoke to Si- 
monetta and a number of others 
and, finally , i was able to get 
20 names who agreed to make 
18 dresses each.” 

This first collection was 
shown to February, 1951, in 
Count Giorgini ’s own home. The 
show was such a success that 
by July, 1951, *1 300 Amer- 

ican buyers and the interna- 
tional press. Including Carmel 
Snow (Vogue\ Betttoa Ballard 
(Harper's Bazaar) and Sally 
Kirkland (Life), all the major 
dailies and even NBC. Then 
the Europeans started to come 
and, to January, 1952, we had 
a real crowd.” 

That year Count Giorgini 
went to the mayor and got per- 
mission to hold the shows in 
the Sala Bianca at the Pltti 
Palace. “Each season, I was 
launching a new name — Ca- 
pucci, De Bare nt zen, Valentino. 
AH those years . . 

What followed is a much-told 
story. Rome got interested and 
fought to get buyers to go to 
the Rome shows instead of to 
Florence. 

Rome won, said Count Gior- 
gtoL somewhat sadly. But Flo- 
rence is still important to the 
fashioD world— especially in ac- 
cessories and knitwear. 

Fashion has meant tremend- 
ous prestige for Italy and a lot 
of money as well — three billion 
lire a year (about $4.8 million). 

“It’s very nice,” Count Gior- 
gini said last night, shaking 
hands madly. ‘T take it as an 
honor — not to myself but to all 
the Florence couture. I believ- 
ed in them. I had faith In 
them. But they did it all."

Outlook for U.S. Budget: Color It Crimson

Washington, oct 14 twin .—president 

Nixon'a last official estimate of the federal 
deficit for fiscal 1971 was su billion— a tiny 
figure of United economic impact or political 
significance.

What flows from tht* reality could havecerious 
Implications for policy. Although the Nixon 
administration knows that a : substantial deficit 
Is necessary because the economy is weak.

- The way It looks now, the deficit for fiscal 
* 1971 win run somewhere between $io end SI5 

billion, depending in part oh how deep the 
present economic slump cuts into corporate 
profits and individual income. 

Now, bad as such a figure would look in 
January's budget document (If there is a full 
accounting of it), a projection of that big a 
' deficit for fiscal 1972— two big Nixon deficits 
back to back— would look even worse. 

If the economy in January still looks weak 
(and most independent experts anticipate that 
unemployment may be. running around 6 per- 
cent), it wfil be difficult for the administration 
t<> forecast enough of ft new boom to sweep in 
the necessary revenue to balance the budget. 

Therefore, the prospective scenario, as seen by 
some of the experts Inside and outside the gov- 
ernment goes this: 

• There will be a real effort to trim back non- 


military spending (no further cuts from fiscal 
1971 on the military side are likely) . 

4$ There will be the Usual budget office exercise 
in gimmickry and window-dressing to make the 
spending total look lower than it really Is. 

8 And there will be a major tax proposal to 
bring in new revenue, possibly the controversial 
value-added tax 

The purpose of all of this, of course, would be 
to Alt the President's fiscal 1972 deficit. Some- 
thing under doable numbers, say S3 or S9 billion, 
would look better. 

If Such Is the administration plan, it would 
reflect the wrong economic policy. It would 
not make sense to move for new taxes — especially 
a regressive sales tax like the value-added tax— 
at a time when unemployment is high. 

Deficit’s Character 

"The key fact,” says former Council of Economic 
Advisers chairman Arthur M. Okun, “is that a 
deficit between $10 and $15 billion for fiscal 1971 
does not represent a particularly expansionist 
fiscal policy.” 

Much of the current deficit is ’’slump-induced,” 
in sharp contrast to the inflationary Johnson 
deficit following the escalation of the Vietnam 
War in 1965. 

President Nixon has publicly committed him- 
self to a modern stance on this question: Ex- 
penditures should be compared with the tax 
revenues that a fully employed economy could 
generate — not to the revenues of a weak economy. 
Happily, he has brought his deputy budget 
director. Casper Weinberger, around to accept 
this doctrine. 

This means that when the nation Is in a 
slump, the right policy is a deficit, and a big 
one; in a boom, the right policy is a surplus, 
and a big one. But according to Mr. Okun and 
Mrs. Teeters, the present deficit Is not big enough. 
Put another way, we could spend another $5 or 
$6 billion— and still be under the total revenue 
that would be yielded by the present tax system 
if there were no slump. 

But the mythology about red-ink budgets dies 
hard, and there probably will be a tendency to 
keep the deficit as “respectable” as possible.

Bidding three na-trump 
'without a stopper in -an unhid, 
suit is not to be recommended 
in general, but such tactics win 
sometimes succeed and did. on 
the diagramed deal. 

South opened the bidding 
with one diamond. With a close 
rebid decision after the one- 
spade response. South chose two 
clubs rather than one no-trump. 

North also had a wide choice 
of rebids, but preferred a simple 
spade raise with some possi- 
bility of rebidding diamonds 
later. South then took a shot 
at the no-trump game, pray- 
ing that the defenders would 
not be able to cash five heart 
tricks Immediately. 

. West made the orthodox lead 
of the heart king. This blocked 
the suit for the defense: East 
could not overtake with the ace 
without establishing dummy's 
jack as a stopper. 

The heart king won, and a 
heart was continued to the ace. 
When East shifted to a low 
diamond, it was clear to South 
that the remaining three hearts 
were with West. An immediate 
diamond finesse was highly 
dangerous, so the ace was play- 
ed. The fall of the ten from 
West was an interesting straw 
in, the wind. 

South led the jack, and won 
with the Mng when West cover- 
ed with the queen. There was 
no reason to suspect the bad 
spade division, so the ace was 
played from dummy, revealing 
the situation. 


the complete distribution was 
marked. West was known to 
have five cards . in the major 
suits, and East five cards in the 
minor suits. 

South now realised that an 
attempt to endplay West offered 
no hope. But It was a simple 
matter to endplay East by lead- 
ing a club, forcing a diamond 
return Into the jack, eight for 
a total of ninp tricks.

fKJTTLD a biography of Doro- 

Ls thr 


thy Parker (n€e Roth- 
schild) be dull? Could the 
olive In a martini stay sober, 
you may as well -ask but were 
probably not. about to. (Damn! 
There I go already. After read- 
ing “Constant Reader," .a col- 
lection of book reviews Mrs. 
Parker wrote for Tie New 
Yorker between 1927' and 1933. 
I had to wash, my brain in 
PhlsoHex to rid it of her in- 
* fluence. But there I stoic go 
already. She swarms. Let me 
try again.) What with the life 
-she led, the people she knew 
and the wises she cracked, could 
anyone write a dull account of 
Mrs. Parker's life and times? 
Probably not, and surely not 
John Keats, who, though he 
has never quite surpassed the 
rank of inspired hack; certainly 
hit an ear for a phrase and 
the eye for . a- story, as he has 
proved . perhaps all too often 
in eight previous books and 
countless (for me. since I cant 
remember, more thy.w two of 
them, but am sure there were 
more) magazine articles. (Lard, 
help me to get this Parker wo- 
man out of my system!) 

No one. bom before- midnig ht 
on Oct. 14, 1970, has forgotten 
Mrs. Parker's '"News Item" 
("Men seldom .make passes/ at 
-girls who wear glasses”). But 
even veterans of Punic wars 
may have forgotten that when 
challenged to use "horticulture” 
in a sentence, Mia. Parker very 
quickly repliai, "You. can lead 
a horticulture, but you can't 
make her think." Or that she 
suggested far her own tombstone 
the words "This is on me." 

On the other hand, according 
to Mr. Keats, it is -probably not 
so that on the outside of her 
office door she had lettered the 
word MEN. And Clare Boothe 
Luce herself denies in these 
pages that when she once met 
D. P. before an entranceway 
and gestured her to enter first 
with the . words "Age before 
beauty,” Dottle swept ahead 
muttering ‘Tearls before swine,” - 
even if, as she said on another 
occasion, "A girl's best friend 
is, her- mutter." - - 

But foil's fun, and though- X 
have by no means picked 
Keats'S book clean- of jokes, 
perhaps I-. should have For 
when, the jokes' have run out; 
.we are left with a rather sordid 
and unhappy life And what 
Mr. Keats has done with it is 
riot so risible. • 

The truth of the matter is 
tkgajh3%.»Parker never 
wished tobe the subject of a 
biography. (Mr. Keats is al- 
ways getting himself into these 
things;, the: last single life he 
penned was.that of Mr. Howard 
HUghes.) And Lillian Heilman, 
who was her 'closest friend and, 
presumably, holds her private 
papers, has st^ered^edmpletely 
clear of Keats. . Perhaps that 
explains Why one gets the feel- 
ing, reading along, that the 
author was hard, put .to find 
material, and that what scraps 
he did locate' he sucked dry 
of more Juice'. than they were 
ever meant to yield. 


' . Whatever the reasons, Vent 
does get that feeling. And' j 
is not enriched by Keats's m&fi. . 
order psychologizing. (FHppia- 
through his pages again 1 so 
that I've scribbled the won 
“ Argil!” beside more passage 
than I -should - care to COUTH. 
Nor by his habit of presenting 
to get inside Mrs. Parker's mint 
and feelings with - his' very crc> 
words. Nor by hts conclude 
description of his subject, i* 
•This tiny, big-eyed, feminini 
woman with the mind of j. 
man,” which should win bto 
all kinds of friends among, th* 

. , Redstockings. Yet I would be 
a liar if I didn't admit theww 
wholesome relish with .wbkb ' 
.1 read “You Might as Well 
Live"— the title of which is the 
last line of Parker's poem 
"Resumi.” about the incon- 
veniences of suicide. Dorothy 
Parker was just too interesting; 
for anyone to mess up, ex&pt 
of. course X° E Dorothy Farfcer 
herself. 

But I was far more beguiled, 
as you can see, by her New 
Yorker book reviews. "Book 
reviews” is putting it loosely. 
They are really reviews of a 
.lady named Constant Reader 
reading and reviewing books. 
What am I to complain? Be- 
sides, Constant Reader read- 
. ing — or returning from a Swiss 
Alp, or suffering “a nasty at- 
tack of the rams” , "much like 
the heebie-jeebies” from a stalk 
of bad celery, or "Fwowing up" 
over "The House at Pooh Cor- 
ner"— Is more interesting by a 
long shot, or even a big one. .. 
than the books she was read- 
ing. At least she makes it 
sound that way. 

I see now why those reviews 
seem so familiar, even though 
I cant remember ever having 
read any of them before. It's 
because they contain the best 
of what we've been trying to' 
do all these years— we “booksy-. 
wooksies ” as she called us. Sfca 
snuck into the tradition with 
la razor in her stocking, and 
we've been trying to slice thing, 
her way ever since. OT.no . 
quite. Otherwise surely some.' 
one would have long ago rescu ' 
ed her observation that “A li . 
of our authors who made then . * 
selves most beloved and, ther . 
fare, -most comfortable Jin#)'. . 
dally; shows that It Is our n.. 
tlonal joy to mistake for t - ;;.. 
first-rate, the fectind rat ' - 
That still obtains. 41 years a fr • 
she applied it to Sinclair Lew 
Tm really getting over it no yt/ff 
I'm beginning to see that stflut 
chose her barbs more careful; 
than her insights, that she we " 
far better on the. bad than th... 
good, which she tended to dir 
■miss as “great” Tm starting - 
to understand John Keats's one- 
perception— that Parker's wit-, 
was powerful bad medicine for- 
her, that it was the flag of a ' : 
soul in hell. AH I need now 
Is an evening of Theodore Drei- 
ser to purge me of her style.

Inquiry on Rhetoric 


W ASHINGTON. — The Com- 
mission on Obscenity and 
Pornography has just released 
its controversial report on the 
effects of pornography on the 
American people, particularly 
children. While 
this commis- 
sion was get- 
ting all the 
publicity. an- 
other commis- 
sion was study- 
ing the effects 
of political 
rhetoric and 
invective on 
Americans. The 
conclusions of 
this latter commission may 
have a much more lasting im- 
pact on tile country. 

The Com miss ion on Political 
Rhetoric and Invective studied 
speeches by many candidates, 
but made the most use of those 
given by Vice-President Spiro 
Agnew. In a footnote on the 
lirst page, the commission said 
it was not picking on Mr. 
Agnew, but since most people 
had been exposed to Agnew "a 
rhetoric, it was easier to study 
reactions to his words than a 
politician r unn ing for a minor 
office. 

Here are some of the findings 
of the study: 

Most people were not perma- 
nently affected by exposure co 
one of the Vice-President's 
speeches, though many are 
titillated by him. Only a small 
minority admitted to have any 
lascivious thoughts after read- 
ing one. 

The majority of Americans 
interviewed said they beiiered 
that adult people should be al- 
lowed to hear Agnew 's speeches 
If they wished to. But many of 
those interviewed said they 
didn't believe the speeches 
should be made available to 
-children. 

-There is a double standard in 
this country towards Agnews 
talks. Many people who criti- 
cize Agnew publicly commit 
political invective in their own

bedrooms when the shades are 
drawn. 

The commission hired parti- 
cipants for a laboratory experi- 
ment. It put couples in roams 
and showed TV films of Agnew 
speeches, in almost all cases 
the couples denied the speeches 
had excited them, and while 
some admitted to becoming 
highly agitated by hearing 
words they had never heard 
before, most respondents claim- 
ed they had forgotten what he 
had said in an hour. 

"We found." the report con- 
tinued, "that Agnew's bite is 
worse than his bark. The per- 
missiveness of his political 
rhetoric, while condoned by tliis 
commission, does not merit any 
censoring at this time. There 
is no evidence that anyone has 
committed a crime after listen- 
ing to one of the Vice-Presi- 
dent's speeches. Indeed, the op- 
posite has proved true. Those 
thinking of committing a crime 
have lost Interest after hearing 
him talk. 

"Therefore. Agnew is a safety 
valve for those who harbor anti- 
social fantasies.** 

* a * 

The commission refused to 
judge the taste of Agnew's 
speeches because it had nothing 
to measure them against. 

“It would be wrong for this 
commission to say what Is good 
taste or bad taste, in politics 
particularly, since the public's 
appetite seems to be dunging 
all the time. Things a Vice- 
President of the United States 
wouldn't or couldn't say two 
years ago now seem to be ac- 
ceptable to large segments of 
the population. 

“Those who claim that Agnew 
is polluting the air with his 
rhetoric may find it morally 
acceptable a few years from 
now.” 

The commission's report was 
not unanim ous a minority 
report, written by the law firm 
of O'Brien. Bayh, Kennedy, 
Muskle & GoodeH. denounced 
the report as a declaration of 
moral bankruptcy m the coun- 
try. The dissent said. “Our 
children are being exposed to 
more and more Agnew every- 
day. Unless it is curtailed, 
we're going to have some very 
emotionally disturbed people 
on our hands. Anyone who 
supports Agnewography in this 
country is sick, sick, sick.'*

MICHAEL CACOYANNIS 
And His ‘Trojan Women’ 


A1TENZA, Spain. — “O.K. girls.” direct- 
or Michael Cacoyannis calls, and the 
doomed Trojan women move into place, 
faces impassive, costumes dull and old, 
the rags of royal robes. The landscape 
is vast and spare, smoke rises from the 
embers of burning Troy. Only the sky 
is a ridiculously cheerful blue. 

‘■My biggest enemy is the blue sky.” 
Mr. Cacoyannis says. He is dutifully 
f ilmin g his version of Euripides's “The 
Trojan Women” in wide screen color: 
he hopes it will look like black and 

white. 

“I have a vicious kind of taste for 
barrenness," Mr. Cacoyannis says. He 
is a stocky, voluble man with quick, sure 
gestures. “Trees!" He made a terrible 
face. “I hate green unless you're making 
a romantic picture. The English country- 
side doesn't mean a thing — that dull green 
from morning until night." Mr. Cacoyatl- 
nls. who was born in Cyprus and is most 
famous for his film of "Zorba the Greek," 
went to England to study law In 1939 and 
ended his 13-year stay as an actor who 
had appeared in “Captain Brassbound's 
Conversion." the "Caligula'' of Camus, and 
Wilde’s “Salome." “I used to think while 
I lived there, Imagine being buried in 
this soggy earth. While if your bones 
turn white in the sun, it's not so bad." 

Mr. Cacoyannis is creating his bleach- 
ed and battered Troy in the Spanish 
province of Guadalajara, just outside 
Atienza. a tiny village with seven chur- 
ches and about six inhabitants, most of 
them, sheep. What attracted him was 
a mammoth 1.500-meter-long sandstone 
wall of unknown origin. Around it have 
been added broken columns, charred 
huts and the other appointments of a 
ruined city. The feeling that emerges is 
of timeless tragedy, not of a mock Greek 
construction. The crude carts that carry 
Cassandra and Andromache look absolute- 
ly right but are in fact the carts used 
by Atienza's villagers today. “The last 
thing we wanted are the type of Greek 
chariot you -see on vases In museums," 
designer Nicholas Georgia dis says. 

"The Trojan Women" is set in defeated 
Troy after the long Trojan war. Troy's 
men are dead, its women are about to be 
taken as slaves or concubines. Cacoyan- 
nls wrote the film script, using the Edith 
Hamilton translation, and is producing 
with An is Nchra for Josef Shaf tel Produc- 
tions. The languages used on location 
are English, Greek. Italian. Spanish, 
French, Arabic and Welsh and everyone 
is. need it be said, working like a Trojan. 

The principals on hand to play the 
great, larger-than-life roles were Vanessa 
Redgrave, who stands 5-feet 21-inches 


tall. Irene Papas, who is 5-feet-7 1/2, and 
Katharine Hepburn, a giant. The young 
Ca n a d i an actress Genevieve Bujoldl who 
plays Cassa n dra, had finished her part 
and had gone. Miss Redgrave, Andro- 
mache, was finishing that day. Miss 
Papas, who plays the enigmatic Helen, 
gave Miss Redgrave a pair of boots 
from. Rome as a farewell gift, and Miss 
Hepburn had been to Madrid, to buy her 
a fine straw hat laden with what Miss 
Redgrave called beautiful things. 

“Perhaps she just got an ordinary hat 
and decorated it herself." suggested Miss 
Redgrave's 7-year -old daughter, Natasha. 

“It could never have been a very ordi- 
nary hat," -said Miss. Redgrave softly.— - 

‘These girls," said Mr. Cacoyannis. ‘The 
prognostication was that they'll tear each 
other apart. Instead they're giving each 
other presents.” 

“Michael really acts this f ilm brilliant- 
ly." said Miss Hepburn. “It’S too bad he 
can't play all the parts. Be can do It 
better than we can, I know. Genevieve 
and Vanessa feel the same way.” 

"The girls all came with a descriptive 
approach to their roles," Cacoyannis 
says. 'They've all shed it and they've 
become happier as they shed it." He is 
emphatically the boss. “When you know ■ 
a play deeply, there is only one way to do 
it, the right way. I've done it so much, 

I can whittle it down to its most simple.'' 

His film script, beautifully lean and . 
spare, caused no special problems r Mr. 
Cacoyannis says. “The better the material,' 
the better the film. I always said that 
Euripides would have made the greatest 
screenwriter. He's the one I understand 
most, I hold private conversations with 
him. I say why did you do that?’' 

Would he talk to Sophocles or Aeschy- 
lus? “No." 

Mr. Cacoyannis adapted the "Electra” 
of Euripides for the screen (starring 
Irene Papas) and hopes also to film 
“Iphigenia in Aulis." which he did off 
Broadway with Miss Papas in 1967, and 
"Orestes.” 

• His off-Broadway “Trojan Women" 

• 1963* was widely praised (“a large-voiced, 
passionate display," The New York Times 
called It), and he directed an adaptation 
by Jean-Pa ul Sartre far the TNP in 
Paris. "Sartre became too political," he 
says. "I prefer Euripides .* 1 

When “The Trojan Women" was first 
produced in Athens in 415 B.C.. Athens, 
deep in the hopeless Peloponnesian War, 
had recently attacked neutral Melos, 
slaughtering its men and selling its women 
and children into slavery. There seems 
little doubt that Euripides had Melos in

mind, and commentators also suggest that 
with his description of war as ultimately 
destroying both victor and vanquished, 
he foresaw the fate of the over-confident 
Athenian expedition to Sicily that , was 
soon to end In disaster. 

“The Trojan Women" has -long been, 
considered one of the -great anti-war 
plays. Cacoyannis has compared Eurl- 
pide’s situation in writing after Melos 
to an American writing today after My 
Lai. But he denies that his production 
makes specific reference to the Vietnam 
war and has, In fact, 'deleted textual 
references to the Trojans as Orientals, 

In what way is it an anti-wax play? 
“In the simplest sense,” says Mr. Cacoyan- 
nis, "in that it doesn't preach, it shows 
suffering." It was the first play to show 
war only by its results and to develop the 
Idea of war's futility that has became so 
familiar today. The first lines of", the 
play are also its summary: 

Oh foals? The men who lay a city waste. 
So soon, to die themselves.
